The Depart¬ 
ment of DIMAS has recently 
published a bulletin infomi- 
ing the public of these 
changes. 

A tourist IS anyone visiting 
Amiba to relax, do sport, for 
medical purposes,, to visit 
family or fnends, for reli¬ 
gious reasons, or to do busi¬ 
ness. A lounst IS not allowed 
to work while on Aruba as a 
tounsl. Any tourist caught 
working while vacationing 
here, wdll be deported. And, 
tlie employer of such a tounst 
will be levied a fine for em¬ 
ploying the tounst. 

Tlie amount of days that a 
tounst may be given by the 
immigration to reside on the 
island IS 30 consecutive days. 
In the majority of cases 30 
days IS more than sufficient. 
And, tlie tounst need not re¬ 
quest any more days on the 
island before returning to his 


country of residence. In a few 
cases the tourist may want 
more than 30 days. In such a 
case he will have to submit a 
special petition to DIMAS. 
Tlus petition must be submit¬ 
ted before his time allotted 
by the Immigration has ex¬ 
pired. 

What does DIMAS require 
for an extension of a tou- 
lists stay (up to a maximum 
of 90 days from date of 
entry)? 

-A petition fonii available 
online at wwwdi- 
masaruba.com 
-Copy of pas sport valid for at 
least 3 months (of all pages 
with rubb erstamp and visa) 
-Copy of valid airline ticket 
with departure date 
-Copy of travel insurance 
(valid for the required ex¬ 
tension time) 

-Copy of ID card (both sides) 
-Proof of hotel/resort reser¬ 
vation or use of own prop¬ 
erty on Aruba

Sightings boost search for 
missing Malaysia plane 


PERTH(AFP) - The sighting 
of a wooden pallet and other 
debris that may be hnked to a 
Malaysian passenger jet 
raised hopes yesterday of a 
breakthrough m the intema- 
tional search for the missing 
plane. 

Tlie sense that the hunt 
was finally on the nght track 
after more than two weeks of 
false leads and dead ends was 
reinforced by new French 
satellite data indicating float¬ 
ing objects in the southern 
search area. 

Australian officials said 
the pallet, along with belts or 
straps, was spotted Saturday 


in a remote stretch of file In¬ 
dian Ocean that has become 
the focus of the search -- 
around 2,5D0 kilometres 
(1,500 miles) southwest of 
Perth. 

"It's still too early to be 
definite," Australian F^me 
Mimster Tony Abbott told re¬ 
porters during a visit to Papua 
New Guinea. 

"But obviously we have 
now had a number of very 
credible leads and there is in¬ 
creasing hope --no more than 
hope, no more than hope -- 
that we might be on the road 
to discovering what did hap¬ 
pen to this ill-fated aircraft."

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Ebola epidemic spreads to Guinea's 
capital: UNICEF 



CONAKRY (AFP) - All 
Ebola epideimc which has al¬ 
ready killed dozens of people 
in Guinea's southern forests 
has spread to the capital 
Conalory, the United Nations 
Children's Fund said on Sun¬ 
day. 

"At least 59 out of 80 who 
conti'acted Ebola across the 
West African country have 
died so far. Over the past few 
days, the deadly haemor¬ 
rhagic fever has quiddy 
spread from the communities 
of Macenta, Gueckedou, and 
Kissidougou to the capital, 
Conakry,' UNICEF said in a 
statement emailed to AFP. 

Conakry, a vast, sprawling 
port city on Guinea's Atlantic 
coast, is estimated to have a 
population of between 1.5 
and two million. 

To date, no treatment or 


vaccine is available for 
Ebola, which kills between 
25 and 9D percent of those 
who fall sick, depending on 
the strain of the virus, ac¬ 
cording to tlie World Health 
Organisation. 

The disease is trailsnutted 
by direct contact with blood, 
faeces or sweat, or by sesual 
contact or unprotected han¬ 
dling of contaminated 
corpses. 

UNICEF said at least three 
victims of the outbreak, 
which began on Febmary 9, 
were children. 

The organisatLon said it 
had mshed hve tonnes of aid, 
including medical supplies, 
to tlie most affected areas in 
Guinea's south. 

"In Guinea, a country witli 
a weak medical infr'astmc- 
ture, an outbreak like tins can 


be devastating,' said the or¬ 
ganisation's Guinea repre¬ 
sentative, Mohamed Ag 
Ayoya. 

Tire organisation urged 
Guineans not to attend fu¬ 
nerals wherever possible and 
to avoid all contact with the 
sick and the dead. 

Ebola, one of the world's 
most virulent diseases, was 
frrst discovered in tlie Dem¬ 
ocratic P;.epublic of Congo 
(DRC) in 1976 and the 
countiy has had eight out¬ 
breaks. 

The most recent epidemic, 
also in the DRC, infected fi!! 
people and left 34 dead be¬ 
tween May and November 
3012, according to the coun¬

day Today. 

TB patients in India face a 
potentially 'grave nsk of de¬ 
veloping drug-resistant TB 
due to irrational prescnbing 
practices", MSF said. 

Wlule huge stndes have 
been made in controlling TB 
worldwide, the emergence of 
deadly strains that cannot be 
cured witli existing iiiedi ernes 
has turned tlie ilhiess into one 
of the globe's most urgent 
health concerns. 

India's government has al¬ 
ready said it seeking to tackle 
deepening TB drug re si stance 
wnth a wnde-ranging national 
diagnostic and treatment pro¬ 
gramme for die communica¬ 
ble, airborne disease that 


usually attacks the lungs 

But MSF urged health au- 
thonties to go farther and im¬ 
plement a 'standardised 
first-line daily tuberculosis 
treatment regimen'" in the 
public and pnvate health sec¬ 
tors. 

With public health care 
services overstretched, many 
TB patients turn to pnvate 
do ctors who have "never 
been trained to use TB drugs 
in a proper way', Leena 
Mengbaney India coordina¬ 
tor of MSF's Access Cam¬ 
paign, told AFP. 

MSF said some presenp- 
tions are "completely inap¬ 
propriate'. 'When the 
patients get to us, tliey have 
become resistant to the drugs 
and it becomes far harder to 
treat them,"' Mengbaney said.

LUXOR (AFP) - Archaeolo¬ 
gists on Sunday unveiled two 
colossal statues of Pharaoh 
Amenhotep III in Egypt's 
famed temple city of Luxor, 
adding to an existing pair of 
world-renowned tounst at¬ 
tractions. 

The two monoliths in red 
quartzite were raised at what 
European and Egyptian ar¬ 
chaeologists said were tlieir 
onginal sites m tlie funerary 
temple of the king, on the 
west b.ank of the Nile. 

The temple is already fa¬ 
mous for its existing 3,400- 
year-old Meninon colossi -- 
twin statues of Amenliotep III 
whose reign archaeologists 
say marked the political and 
cultural zenith of ancient 
Egyptian civilisation. 

"The worl d until n o w kn ew 
two Memnon colossi, but 
from today it will know four 
colossi of Amenliotep III," 
said Derm an-Arm email ai'- 
chaeologist Houng Sourous- 
ian, who heads the project to 
conserve tlie Amenliotep III 
temple. 

The existing two statues, 
botli showing the pharaoh 
sealed, are known across tlie 
globe. 

The two restored additions 
have weathered severe dam¬ 
age for centunes, Sourouzian 
said. 


Due of the "new** statues -- 
its body weiglnng 250 tomies 
-- again depicts the pharaoh 
seated, hands resting on his 
Imees. 

It IS 11.5 metres (3S feet) 
tall, with a base L5 metres 
Ingh and 3.d metres wide. 

Archaeologists said with 
its now missing double 
crown, the onginal statue 
would have reached a height 
of 13, 5 metres and weighed 
45Q tonnes 

Tlie king is depicted wear¬ 
ing a royal pleated kill held at 
the waist by a large belt dec¬ 
orated with zigzag lines 

Pharaoh Amenliotep III in- 
hented an empire that 
spanned from the Euphrates 
to Sudan, archaeologists say, 
and he was able to maintain 
Egypt's position mainly 
through diplomacy, 

Tlie ISth dynasty ruler be¬ 
came king at the age of 
around 12, with his mother as 
regent. 

Amenliotep III died in 
around 1354 BC and was 
succeeded by his son Amen- 
hotep IV, widely known as 
Akhenalen. 

Luxor, a city of some 
500,DOD people on the banks 
of tlie Nile in soutliern Egypt, 
is an open-air museum of in¬ 
tricate temples and pharaonic 
tombs.

THE HAGUE {AFP)-Leaders of 53 ooumries gather in The Hague on Monday and Tues¬ 
day for the third bi-annual NSS, brainchild of US President Barack Obama and aimed 
at preventing a terrorist nuclear attack and reducing the world's non-military nuclear 
materials. But the summit risks being overshadowed by escalating Ukraine crisis^ 
with Obama himself last week calling forthe GT meet amid an escalating showdown 
with Russia. G7 leaders from Britain, Canada, France, Germany, Italy, Japan and the 
US will meet on Monday afternoon, leaving Tuesday free to discuss securing the 
world's stocks of nuclear material to prevent a group like Al-Qaeda acquiring a nuclear 
or so-called 'dirty' bomb of conventional explosives wrapped in radioactive material. 
These kind of conferences are often a good opportunity to discuss other issues. 
Ukraine is one of those issues," Rutte said. He said leaders were expected to hammer 
out a so-called "nuclear security architecture*^ plan to ensure that nuclear mateilal "did 
not fall into the wrong hands." The Netherlands, South Korea and the United States 
want to draw together best practice guidelines approved by the Intemabonal Atomic 
Energy Agency for nuclear safety and security in a package that countries attending 
the summit can sign up to, although this is not expected to be included in the final 
statement. New topics of discussion following the last N5S in Seoul in 2012 include 
the forensics of tracing non-military nuclear material and the private sector's role in 
securing nuclear material.

TOKYO(AFP)- Surging pop¬ 
ulations and economies in the 
developing world will cause 
a double cmnch in demand 
for water and energy in the 
coming decades;, the UN said. 

In a report published Fri¬ 
day, on the eve of World 
Water Day it said the crav¬ 
ings for clean water and elec¬ 
tricity were intertwined and 
could badly strain Earth's 
limited resources. 

Already. 7dS million peo¬ 
ple do not have access to a 
safe, reliable source of water, 
2.5 billion do not have decent 
sanitation and more than 1.3 
billion do not have mams 
electncity. 

About 2D percent of the 
world's aqiufers today are de¬ 
pleted, according to the UN 
report. Agnculture accounts 
for more than two-thirds of 
water use. 

Tlie World Water Develop¬ 
ment Report, the fifth in the 
series by the UN Educational, 
S'Cientific and Cultural Or¬ 
ganisation (UNESCO), IS an 
overT,hew collated firom data 
horn scientific studies and in¬ 
vestigations by agencies. 

It said ever more freshwa¬ 
ter will be needed for farm¬ 
ing, construction, dnnking, 
cooking, waslung and sewer¬ 
age, but also for energy pro¬ 
duction -- 90 percent of 
winch uses water-intensive 
techniques today.

Disgruntled Israeli diplomats

JERUSALEM (AFP) - Israeli 
foreign ministry employees 
yesterday intensified a long- 
running dispute overpay and 
conditions declaring a full- 
scale strike at home and at 
diplomatic missions around 
tlie world.

lympian Oscar Pistorius

The Pistotius affair has 
gripped South Africans 
ever since Valentine's 
Day last year when the 
27-vear-old claims he 
shot 23-year-old Reeva 
Steenkamp through a 
locked toilet door in his 
Pretoria home after mis¬ 
taking her for an intruder. 

As the celebrity case 
heads into a fourth week 
and beyond on Monday, 
all eyes will be on the ex¬ 
pected testimony of the 
sprinter himself, though 
the exact date tor that is 
unknown. 

After 13 days of hear¬ 
ings, broadcast live on 
national television, the 
court has heard only 18 
witnesses and the trial is 
now set to rival South 
Africa's general elections 
on May 7 for the country's 
attention.

Bnujn and his wife 
Marj ani came to the is¬ 
land to deliver a new 
vehicle sporting tlie 
latest PLOtax Max en¬ 
gine, fresh off the as¬ 
sembly line, to be 
dnven by Aruba's 
Pnme Minsiter Mike 
Eman. It was tlie PM's 
personal passion for 
the sport winch 
prompted the organiza¬ 
tion of tlie street rally 
through the western 
outskirts of Dranjestad. 
Arme d witli tli e newest 
technology and, as the 
PM admits, far supe¬ 
rior equipment, Pnme 
Minister Eman was first 
across the finish line.

THE MORNING NEWS to 
discuss Ins history in tlie 
sport, and what he observed 
during his short stay on 
Aruba. He revealed he had 
vacationed here more than a 
decade past, and was then 
somewhat impressed with 
the Bushin Go Kart facility. 
He could not resist, even 
then, 1 livestigating the stale 


of the sport on the island. 

Peter started racing go- 
karts at the age of 13.. His 
meeting Ruud Hoffiiian, who 
had a homemade chassis 
powered by West Bend IQDcc 
engine at the Grand Pnz cir¬ 
cuit of Zandvoort, was a turn¬ 
ing point. Peter's father 
purchased the kart for the 
boy, but before he could try 
it out, the chassis needed to 
be serviced. Tliis is when 
Peter's love for design and 
tlie mechanics began. His fa- 
tlier would not let him dnve 
Ins first go kart until Peter 
completely dismantled it and 
tlieii re-assembled it again. ■ It 
took me two months before I 
could take it to tlie ti'ack and 
dnve It." 

De Bruin's talent for the 
eqiupment attracted the inter¬ 
est of other drivers. In 1973, 
Leo van Calcar from Pmtter- 
dam, former 10 Dec ICA 
Dutch Champion, saw Ins 
great potential and decided to 
help him with his engines Ins 
dnving skills. Despite lack of 
experience, he just missed a 
podium finish at the World 
Junior Championship in Vo- 
jens (DK) in 1973 when the 
sparkplug cap fell off The 
following year, at the World 
Junior Championship in 
Dldenzaal (NL), Peter was 
second behind Alain Frost, 
when his carburetor spindle 
broke. Finally, in 1975. de 
Bnujn won the Dutch Cham¬ 
pionship with Ins homemade 
"Bruno" chassis and Komet 
engines, starting his long list 
of victones. He founded his 
go kart company in 197S, a 
small, one-man shop at the 
time He concedes he quit 
competition in 19S3 because 
it "was time to make room for 
the next generation.' 

Ending his dnving career, 
De Emm concentrated solely 


on the techincal side of tlie 
sport. In 1997 he founded a 
racing team with Lolta Hell- 
berg, another go-karting icon 
and champion driver, who 
unfortunately passed away in 
3005, at the age of 34, from 
cancer 

De Bruijn admits that at 
the time when he started rac¬ 
ing, he was a youngster 
among competitors, hut now 
they are beginiiing as young 
as five and six years old, with 
equipment being manufac¬ 
tured to accommodate their 
size. 'Go-Karting had only 
been established as a sport for 
perhaps ten years when I 
began, but I was not so young 
compared to now." He re¬ 
called that it started m the 
U.S. aroiuid 1956, and it was 
brought to Europe by mem¬ 
bers of the imlitary, who 
started racing aroiuid the tar¬ 
mac of their airfields "When 
I started racing there were 
perhaps 110 drivers in Hol¬ 
land, now there must be more 
than 50 times tliat * 

His invitation to Amba 
came from Prime Minister 
Eman personally. Hie PM 
had souglil lum out wfrile vis¬ 
iting Holland, to finally meet 
witli lum and arrange to pur¬ 
chase his newest top model 
off the assembly line. It had 
to be slupped to and amve on 
Aruba within a matter of 
days, in time for tlie March 
13 rally, and De Bnujn deliv¬ 
ered it personally to tlie 
Pnme Mimster the day of the 
race. 

De Bnujn admits to some 
trepidations to the leader of a 
country dnving one of his 
karts for tlie first time dunng 
a street race. "^Hiere are al¬ 
ways difficulties with street 
racing compared to a 
groomed course," he ex¬ 
plained. "Tlie track here, for 


a street circuit, is quite okay" 
However, there will always 
be inherent hazards when 
dnving on the street, includ¬ 
ing possible potlioles, cracks 
m the asphalts and other fac¬ 
tors that could interfere witli 
the balance of tlie karts, par¬ 
ticularly on the turns. "You 
have to accept it; that is just 
part of street raciiig ' Addi¬ 
tionally, the PM was on the 
road with at least twenty-five 
otlier racers, all vying for po¬ 
sition, a large number of 
which were not experienced 
dnvers. 

When Prime Mimster 
Email amved he was 'very

tors. The track itself he 
desenbed as 'as good as or 
surpassing many of the grand 
prix tracks we have in Eu¬ 
rope " De Bnujn and his wife 
look forward to supporting 
efforts to promote the sport 
on Amba and perhaps, even¬ 
tually, have the island find a 
place on the world pro cir¬ 
cuit. "Tlie people here have 
been absolutely wonderfiil to 
us. We are looking towEurd 
plans for the future, perhaps 
founding a racing school 
here. We most defimtely will 
be back to Amba."

Baseball: Scherzer rejects 
Tigers' long-term offer 



LAKELAND {AFP} - Detroit Tigers pitober Max Scherzer, 
last year's Cy Youfig award winner as the American 
League's best pitcher, has rejected a long-term Major 
League Baseball contact offer from the Tigers. The 29- 
yeaf-oid American right-hander agreed to a one-year 
deal reportedly worth $15.25 million In January for the 
2014 season but would become a free agent after the 
season. Talks regarding a long-term offer went nowhere 
and the team said Sunday they would halt such negoti¬ 
ations until after the season. Scherzer was 21-3 last year 
with a 2.90 earned-run average and 240 strikeouts over 
32 starts, becoming the second Tiger named top pitcher 
after Justin Verlander won the 2011 Cy Young Award. 
Verlander agreed to a five-year extension with an option 
for 2020 last year but the Tigers have been unable to 
reach such a deaf with Scherzer's agent, Scott Boras. 
Scherzer is 64-30 with a 3.62 earned-run average over 
126 starts for the Tigers. Overall, Scherzer has a career 
mark of 73^5 with a 3.67 eamedH^un average and 1,069 
strikeouts in 1,019 innings over 174 games.
